The ( lonventlon. 

The Brethren General Conven- 
tion is now past. After an effort 
of about two years duration, one 
ru called and its work ia done. 
While there wae considerable 
work done which will only re- 
main on paper, the convention, 
on the whole, was very satis- 
factory. Much more might have 
been done for the interests of the 
work, but it cannot be expected 
that we will do in a few years, 
what sister churches have done 
in a century or more. 

The foundation for a constitu- 
tion has been laid, and several 
by-laws framed. It wonld have 
been more business like to take 
an outline and follow it througb, 
but the feeling of tbe delegates 
did not teud in that direction. 
The name has been settled, and 
article I will read, This organiz- 
ation shall be known as the Gen- 
eral Convention of the Brethren 
Church. 

Tbe basis of representation is 
one delegate tor each sixty mem- 
bers or fraction thereof. Pro- 
vision was made for etate con- 
ventions, or district conventions 
where there are too few church- 
es in a state. Tbe general con- 
ventions are to be held every five 
years, and should there be urgent 
need of a general convention, au 
executive committee created by 
each Btate convention electing a 
member, is to call one, between 
the regular times of holding 
them. 

The plans tor creating and 
holding future conventions are 
most satisfactory, and thus one 
of the most important questions 
that concerns the future of tbe 
general brotherhood is settled. 
The convention decided that the 
ecclesiastical year ehould begin 
October 1st, and end September 
30th. This time was chosen be- 
cause the Annual is issued in the 
fall of the year, and with the 
year's work ending at this time, 
its results can be given in the 
Annual. 

The Publishing House and the 
College were two of the most 
important matters before the 
Convention in the estimation of 
some, 

Tbe importance of the College 
matter all will admit, and the 
work done that relates to it was 
very good. Over six hundred 
dollars were paid or subscribed 
in less than half an hour; the 
title was proven to be perfect, 
•ad an enthusiasm has gone oat 
that will be full in all parts of 
the church. 

Bro. 8. U. Bashor did one of 
the grandest works of his life 
upon this occasion. lie in- 
gratiated himself with every 
lover of education and Ashland 


College in the Brotherhood, in 
general, and with the faithful 
few who have stood by the Col- 
lege through its times of adver- 
sity, in particular. As it was in 
the interests of education and 
Christianity, it was a scene that 
angels love to look upon. For 
information about what m 
done, the reader is referred to 
the synoptical report. Bro. D. 
Bailey, summarizes the matter as 
follows : 

The committee on Education 
and College in investigating the 
title of tbe Brethren to Ashland 
College noted points which may 
be briefly stated as follows : 

1. The original subscriptions 
were for the purpose of estab- 
lishing an institution of learning 
to be established at Ashland by 
the Brethren, called Dankards, 

2 The original subscription 
notes were made payable to "The 
Ashland Educational Enterprise" 

8 Tbe charter mentions nosect 
or denomination 

4 The real estate is conveyed 
to the Trustees of Ashland Col- 
lege in fee simple with general 
warranty, without condition or 
reservation 

5 Tbe scholarship notes are 
good so long as the school is 
eontroled by the Brethren church 

The By-Laws, as amended by 
German Baptist Brethren, in- 
terpret Brethren here to mean 
persons in good etanding iu any 
branch of the original German 
Baptist church 

The arrangement lor the Pub 
lishing House is quite a docu- 
ment. It places all tbe affairs of 
the publishing interests in 
the hands of three as a Board of 
Directors, and this Board are the 
Trustees of the National Aesocia 
tion of Brethren churches. Under 
the direction of Borne inscrutible 
Providence, this Board is com 
posed of E. L Yoder, Edward 
Mason and A L Qarber ; and un- 
der the circumstances, and in as- 
much as all are considered to be 
upon tbe editorial staff of the 
Brethren Evangelist, we re- 
turn our thanks. We sincerely 
hope and trust that we may be 
able to full v and satis facto rally 
discharge the arduous duties. 
We earnestly beseech the Broth- 
erhood to petition the throne of 
Grace that we may honor this 
new and high office entrusted to 
ns. Again we thank the dele- 
gates in convention assembled 
for the honor bestowed. 

The Mission Work received 
its share of attention and we be- 
lieve that more substantial work 
will hereafter be done in that 
line 

We cannot now follow the 
convention through, and as a re 
port of all the principal feat urea 
are given in this issue, we pray 
that tbe blessing of God may 
rest upon tbe work, and we sin- 
cerely desire to see those who are 
entrusted with an official duty to 
take hold of the work assigned to 
them at once.
